The next speaker in our 2017 Speaker Series is one of 
our own -- as Van (W2DLT) discusses his work in this 
year's CQWW SSB competition, which he under-took 
from Cuba with the call T48K. Although an experienced 
contester, this was Van's very first "DXpedition" for a 
contest event in an environment such as contemporary 
Cuba.

Propagation At FLARC 


Although we haven’t had enough freezing rain and 
sleet to do the job properly, the more enthusiastic 
among us are starting their mid-winter antenna 
projects. If you are working on an HF antenna it is 
helpful to have a handy antenna analyzer to make 
sure it is tuned exactly where you want it to be. 


Some of the analyzers can be expensive and heavy. 
While listening to a podcast on Ham Radio 360 
Workbench recently, George (KJ6VU) and Jeremy 
(KF7JZ) discussed a neat little project designed by 
Beric Dunn (K6BEZ), a professional RF design 
engineer by trade. 


His antenna analyzer offers an opportunity to build 

an affordable test instrument and learn a lot along : 

the way. The Workbench website has the full bill of W3LPL explains his antenna complex to the audience. 
materials and assembly instructions. 


| ordered the $13 circuit board from the 
Workbench, and about $50 in parts including 
postage. Most of the parts are from Digikey and 3 
items are coming from China via eBay. I’m looking 
forward to building this project and comparing it to 
the commercial instruments | have. 


You can also dress up the finished analyzer with a 
3D printed case $15 from Rocket City 3D, or if you 
build one, | may be able to 3D print a case for you 
since Rocket City 3D graciously made the STL files 
available to all.

Secretary Randy WU2S called the roll of officers 
and trustees and all except Trustee Steve WA2BYX 
were present. There was a quorum present to 
conduct club business. 


Secretary Randy WU2S announced that the 
minutes from the January meeting were emailed to 
all members and that they had also been published 
in the latest edition of the club’s newsletter, The 
Resonator. He noted that Thom W2XTZ found two 
minor errors in the draft minutes which were 
corrected and read to the members present.

Our next speaker will be Van W2DLT on 
February 17 when he will tell us about his trip to 
Cuba to participate in the CQ Worldwide contest. 
Other presentations in the works are a talk on 
cyber security, a presentation on radio astronomy 
in March or April, and a visit by ARRL NNJ section 
manager Steve K2SO in the third or fourth quarter 
of this year.

Ed WX2R said the committee is working with the 
National Parks staff at Paterson Great Falls to 
conduct another operating event tentatively 
scheduled for April 13. The ARRL is planning an AM 
radio event for early April and we hope to 
participate. 


The Fair Lawn Street Fair will be held on June 11 and 
October 15. FLARC will have a presence again since 
the last event, even with unfavorable weather 
conditions, netted us good publicity and several new 
members. 


Finally, Ed WX2R called attention to the recent 
member survey. While not all members responded, if 
you want to contribute, please contact Ed and he will 
send you the link to the survey. Ed said that the 
survey yielded many useful results and that he will 
have a full report at the March business meeting. 
Thom W2xXTZ noted that he is working on improving 
video recording capabilities and some permanent 
video storage for the club’s archives. 


President Judith KC2LTM asked if there was any more 
old business and there was none. 


For the start of new business, President Judith asked 
Deputy Mayor Kurt Peluso to come forward and take 
the floor. Mr. Peluso explained his work with a non- 
profit organization to provide low-cost broadband 
Internet access to low income families. He noted that 
where that has been done, children’s access to 
information to help them with their school work 
dramatically improved their educational progress. He 
gave examples of public-private partnerships and the 
work of Sprint and EveryoneOn 
(www.everyoneon.org) to deploy WiFi hotspots. He 
noted that he is excited about FLARC’s outreach 
efforts and offered to continue to work with the club 
to find ways to leverage our resources in the public 
interest. Prior to the business meeting, Secretary 
Randy WU2S conducted a tour of the club facilities 
for Mr. Peluso and described the large variety of 
operational and educational activities the club 
conducts.

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Theoretics Demystified 


Magnetism, all atoms have magnetic domains. Most 
are small and have little influence, but a few are very 
large as in iron. Soft iron has magnetic domains 
which are oriented randomly. When these domains 
are lined up by placing the soft iron by a magnet, 
they cause that peice of soft iron to become 
magnetized to some degree, also this takes place if a 
magnetic field is induced by an electrified conductor 
or say acoil. The iron looses most of it's magnetism 
when the magnetizing influence is removed. The 
impurities are few in soft iron so that the domains 
can 'move' around. 


Steel can also be magnetized but not as easily as the 
added elements such as carbon make it harder for 
the magnetic domains to line up so as to cause the 
steel to become magnetized. To overcome this a 
much higher magnetic field must be applied to cause 
the steel to retain magnetic properties. 


Current flowing in a conductor causes a magnetic 
field and moving a magnet near a conductor causes 
electrons in the wire to move from atom to atom 
and current to flow. 


Without a magnetic field enveloping the earth there 
would be no life possible as we know it. 


Magnetism: the mysterious force that runs our lives 
and everything in it.
